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THE SABBATH QUESTION.

The Sabbath n Moral Law.
T the Editor of the Boening Telegraph: —

Thoe next historzeal notice of the law is in Exodus,
2vi, 1:—*The ohildren of Isranl camo unto the wil-
dernoss of sin, wineh s botwoesn Klim and Sinal.'
This was botore the glving of the law at Sina; lor
wo loarn in Numbers xxxilf, that there wore four
romovals of the exmp, viz., Dophkah, Alush, Ba-
phidim, and Binad, before thoy osme to the Mount
It was here in the wilderness of Sin, they murmured
for broad and the manna was given, Just one
month passed from their departure from Hamodes
(sev Numbers xxxils, §), on the 15th day of the first
month, and on the 16th day of the second month
thoy came into the wilderness of ain (Exodas xvi, 1).
And, “In the third month, when the chilaren of
Taree! Lnd gone forth out of the Jand of Egypt, the
mme day they camo unto the wilderness of Sioal."”
Exodus xix, 1, The same day, that is, the fileenth
day. Atthe very loast, therefore, the ratn of manns
took place s month before the thunders of Sinmi
wore heard, Of this bread from heaven the prople
gatliered an homor for each perscn oach day, oxeept
on the sixth day they gath red two homers for each
porson, The rulers reported this matier to Moses,
“And be sald unto them, this ls that wlieh the Lord
hath sald, to-morrow Is the rest of tho Holy Sabbath
unto the Lord; bake tha! wineh ye will bake fo-day.
and seothe that yo will seothe.”” Exodus xvi, 20, 29,
“ And Moses said, Eat thst to-day, for to-day In a Sab-
bath unto the Lord; to-day yo stall not find it in the
fleld, Hix days yeshall gaiher it; but on the seventh
day, which Is the Sabbath, in it there shall bo none.”
On this remark—

1, In thoir bondage condition for two hundred and
ten years, it is not coneelvablo that the people conld
enjoy their Sablath rest and keop up the regular
system of worship aud instruction which belong:
property to **the Sabbath which was made for man ;"
those swoct rests and foyous songs of praise, and
heavenly instructioas by their Elders (1or they tad
Elders oven in Egypt, Exodus ili, 10, "Go and
gather thoe Elders of lsragl toeother;” ana xi, 31;
and xvii, 5, ot¢), The oopression which doomed n 1
thelr male ehildren te death, hkewise the oppression
which dooms s man to work in & printiug offior or
on & raiiroad car seventeen hours por day {or seven
days in tho week, must have well migh crushed out
all knowledge of the holy day, aa it cut off the poor
people from wll opportunity to worship their God
and to receive instruction from their Eidors.

signod, us it 18 admirab'y adapted, to teach the peo-
ple the blessedness o the Sabbath day. It teaches
(1), That they have a righf, a franchise from the
God of heaven, to ceass from labor one day in seven,
No Egyptan taskmaster (no printer or railroad
company) may stand over thom to enforoe labor on
the Subbath. No dire necessity any longer to toil
all day at the bmek-kiln, the printing-offios, or the
cars, Total abstinonce from toll is required. **Bake
that which ye will bake to-day.”” Ewidently the
Hebrow In the wilderness was a freor man than the
bakers are to-day in Philadelphis. Freedow from
Iabor, and hiberty to worship God unmolested, have
mado so little progress im 8757 years! Soch 18 the
despottsm of Mammon! (2) That the people are
not to it in idleness, or run wild in excess of plays
and sports, ‘‘see, for that the Lord hath given you
the Sabbath'' “Abide ye every man in his place;
Iet no man go ol of lus place on the seventn day.
So tho people rested on tho seventh day.” They
kopt the day “holy unto the Lorp.” The only senss,
s wo have seen, in which fime can be kept holy, is
the performance of holy excroises of God's woralup.
“1t is lawful to do good on the Sabbach day."
+ 8. Thas tranpsaction, as & whole, 18 not the enact-
ment o1 & new slatute, but the resuseitation of an old
one, Our statate book exhibits an avalogous oase,
The set of 1705 was eal od up and re-cnnsted in 1704,
and again in 1846, 11 wo bad ouly the fx non seripta,
the omses would have beon more alike, They are,
however, ahke in anotoer respeet, viz , some ap-
pendagos are added, as we shall see in another place.

that loveth not his brother, abideth in deatn,”

to & just yaluation of tne property. The oricinal
cost of the machimeory, iron pipe, and other
articles necessary to a sapply of waler can
gearoely be a correct basis upon whioh to deolde
fts prescnt valustion, Since the works have
been in operadion, real estate, mmohinery, itron
smv. and all other implements have nearly

onbled in value, eepecially mon pipe, which is
perhar three times more contly, Be that as it
may, thero seems to be a grooral desire to place
the worke in the ownerwhip of the oity for
yvarious reasons,

The growth ot the city demands a lnrger su
FI_-.r of water than beretofore furnithed lor pub-
ic and private wse, While the domestic wanis
are but ¢ly supplied, the Fire Department is
rend dangorously ineflictent, Our costly
stenm engines are voally no ndditional snfegunrds
neiinst the destruction of property withont a bst.
ter supply ol water; and the unnual appropris-
rlons made to the diferent companies must, in
measure, be thrown away, unlesa the elty furnish
all the necessary tacilities to enable the depart-
ment to meet publio expectation. We have an
active and en«rgetic firewen's organization
second to none, and none are more ohsgrinml
than they wben their best efforts are rendered
futile af a fre. Nor is it hkely, should the
Water Works be retained by Its present owners,
that they wil! make the necessary outlay to im-
prove and enlarge the works to the extent de.
manded by our rupldly mereasing population.
11 vested in the oity, every voter would have a
voiee to enforoe such improvements as wounld
sntisly the needs of the city; and the mxpuavers
could thus exsct supplies, and make their pub-
lic servants adopt such measures for purification
a8 would meel their spprobation,

A Preasing Cmaxen.—Travellars on the
West Jersey railronds cannot but notlee the
plessing change effected by the fine improve-
menta pro ing throughout that whole sec-
tion of country. The present is & busy time
with many, who are clearing bush land, and fell-
ing trees in the extensive forests, where trees
were auffered to reach an enormous growth, for
the want of facilities to bring wood and timber
fo market.

The efliciency of Mr. Van Henssulaer, the Super-
intendent ol the West Jersey Rallroad, nad Judege
Yorke, the Treasurer, hus insugurated a als-
¢ipline and fornmished facilities which make it
second to none in the State for public secommo-
dation. The differences between the present
evidences ol prosperity and past stagnation can-
not escape the eye ol the most casual obzerver,
